OPERATING REVENUES 

It will be noted that gross revenues show a decrease of 10.3 per cent compared with previous year, and expenses show 
an increase of 9.6 per cent. 

Passenger and freight revenue statistics appear in Statements Nos. 9 and 10 of this report. 

FREIGHT REVENUE: 57.3 per cent of the total operating revenues, decrease $378,627.65, or 11.4 per cent. 

PASSENGER REVENUE: 33.1 per cent of the total operating revenues, decrease $186,051.47 or 9.9 per cent. 

OTHER REVENUE: Other transportation revenues decreased $19,316.50, or 6.0 per cent. 

Other operating revenues decreased_$ 5,675.25, or 2.9 per cent.

CROSS TIES: 

There were 3,546 cross ties used in building new sidings and industrial tracks. 

There were 29,762 cross ties used in the repairs to main tracks. 

There were 7,885 cross ties and 33 sets of switch ties used in repairs to side tracks. 

Cross ties used in new work and replacements, 41,193 an average of 358 ties per mile of Main track maintained. Aver¬ 
age cost per tie, $2.16. 

BALLAST: 

There were 22,723 cu. yds. of crushed stone ballast used in maintenance and betterments of tracks, a decrease of 4,957 
cu. yd. as compared with previous year. 
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BRIDGES, TRESTLES AND CULVERTS: 

9,170 feet board measure of lumber were consumed in making repairs to trestles. 
There are no timber trestles under the main track. 

No timber culverts were repaired during the year. 


DEPOTS AND BUILDINGS: 

All buildings and platforms were fully maintained, consuming 13,988 feet board measure of lumber. 


MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT 

Maintenance of equipment expenses, 21.14 per cent of the total operating revenues and 27.34 per cent of the total operating 
expenses, increased $393,976.82, or 37.2 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs per locomotive, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $14,222.71, a decrease of $423.91, 
or 2.8 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs of locomotives per mile run, excluding depreciation and retirements, was 34.91 cents as against 
30.19 cents the preceding year, an increase of 15.6 per cent. 

The cost of repairs per passenger train car, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $2,565.00, an increase of $171.45, 
or 7.1 per cent. 


CONDITION OF EQUIPMENT: 

The following repairs were made to equipment during the year, as compared with the preceding year:

Number given heavy repairs 15, as compared with 8 last year. 

Number given light repairs 229, as compared with 240 last year. 

TRAFFIC EXPENSES 

Traffic expenses, 2.54 per cent of the total operating revenues and 3.30 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$11,180.14, or 9.4 per cent. 


TRANSPORTATION EXPENSES 

Transportation expenses, 38.01 per cent of the total operating revenues and 49.16 per cent of the total operating expenses 
decreased $42,048.40, or 2.1 per cent. 


GENERAL EXPENSES 

General expenses, 2.80 per cent of the total operating revenues and 3.60 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$8,076.40, or 6.0 per cent.

INDUSTRIAL AND AGRICULTURAL 


There was one enlargement of an existing industrial plant and the establishment of three new plants during the year 1945 
in the territory served by Atlanta and West Point Rail Road Company, classified as follows: 


Lumber plants.1 Enlargement 

Butane gas storage...1 New Plant 

Concrete products.. 2 New Plants 

The high level of industrial employment income was accompanied by increased farm production, higher land values and 
unprecedented consumer demand. Prices received by farmers were comparable to previous year and value of all crop in¬ 
creased 4 percent. 

COTTON-COTTON SEED: Production of cotton lint and cotton seed decreased 17.9% and 16.9% respectively, with a 
decrease in value of 20%. The average yield per acre of 256 pounds lint compared with the previous high yield of 286 pounds 
per acre in 1944 and the ten-year average of 229 pounds per acre. Acreage harvested was the lowest since 1869 and much un¬ 
picked cotton remained in the fields at the end of the year, account of scarcity of farm labor. Cotton consumed by mills in 
Georgia decreased 3% compared to previous years. 

FOOD-FEED CROPS: Production of food and feed crops increased over last year and supplies of forage crops and feed 
grains are fair. Large quantities of farm products were processed by local canneries and in the family kitchen. Weather 
conditions during planting and growing seasons variable, but generally favorable. 

LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY: A slight decrease in number of beef cattle, hogs and work stock was accompanied by im¬ 
proved production and values with poultry remaining at same level as previous year. Dairy cows increased in numbers, pro¬ 
duction and values and dairy products made decided gains. 

PEACHES: The peach crop was the largest since 1931. Production increased 76% and value 30% over 1944 and the unit 
price of $2.95 a bushel compared with $4.00 a bushel in 1944 and the previous ten-year average of $1.78. 

GENERAL: Soil improvement crops, pasturage and soil conservation made good progress, reflecting improved farm 
practices throughout the territory. Fertilizer materials increased and despite shortages of labor, equipment, supplies and 
various restrictions, farmers did an excellent job of producing crops and their financial status improved.
